LISBON PEOPLE PANIC-STRICKEN 


F ARTHQUAKE shocks of ex" 
ceptional violence “were 
recorded yesterday at Dublin, 
West Bromwich, St. Louis, 
Missouri, and New York. 
Reports from Lisbon say 
that the shocks and _ tremors 
were felt throughout Portugal 
and caused a panic in the 
capital. The tremor there was 
the most violent recorded since 


1755. 

LISBON, Tuesday.—A violent ‘earth- 

uake shock was felt throughout 
Portedsil at 6.10 p.m. today. The 
shock was more particularly felt in 
the north of Portugal, at Oporto, 
Coimbra and De Castelo, The earth 
shook for six seconds, with some 
violence. Neither damage nor victims 
are reported, though a panic is re 
ported at some places. i 

In some of the principal business 
thoroughfares shoppers and salesgirls 
left the shops, some drivers and pas- 
sengers abandoned their taxis in the 
middle of the street, Traffic was soon 
resumed, however, and the shops filled 
again with sales girls and customers.

Frederick Pough, of the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
said that it might possibly have been 
in the vicinity of Iceland. The Rev. 
Victor Stechschulte, of Xavier Univer- 
sity, Cincinnati, placed the earthquake 
near the Azores. Georgetown Univer- 
sity put it 5,000 miles east of Wash- 
ington. Dr: Austin McTigue, of 
Canisius College, Buffalo, New York 
State, said that the tremor was '“ deep- 
seated,’’ below the ground surface, and 
he estimated it to be 4,2°° .niles east 
of Buffalo.

If it were in the direction of 
Iceland, as reported from New York, 
Portugal would not have felt it. He 
added: ‘‘It was somewhere about 
double the size of the biggest 1 have 
ever recorded, The shock was so enor- 
mous that the dulum swung about 
sixteen times the length of the lever 
that was going to do the recording.

MOSCOW, Tuesday.—For the 
seventh day in succession fierce and 
sanguinary fighting is going on at the 
south-western approaches to Tula, 100 
miles south of Moscow.

ARDILAUN LECTURE 


Delivering the third of the Lady 
Ardilaun lectures on “ The Normans in 
Eifropean History; at Alexandra 
College yesterday; Professor Edmund

king, and the founding of a foreign 
ascendancy, which lasted for about two 
cénituries in the Government, the 
Church, the ari ‘and the towns.

They never expected an attack 
by the British, and when General Wavell 
started his offensive they were taken com- 
pletely by surprise. General Wavell 
himself could not have anticipated the 
easy success which crowned his efforts. I[t 


the first instance was intended to be little 
more than a “tip and run”’ affair, and 
that the results which were achtfeved sur- 
prised him almost as they surprised 
Marshal Graziani. This time the British 
Commander-in-Chief was faced with a 
vastly different condition of affairs. In 
the first place, the “ Axis.” forces in the 
Western Desert are composed largely of 
Germans, under the command of General 
Rommel, who is an acknowledged expert 
on mechanised warfare, and has a formid- 
able. army of tanks and other armoured 
vehicles at his disposal. In the next 
‘| place, ever since the Italo-German counter- 
offensive, which drove the British back to 
the Egyptian frontier early this year, the 
“Axis” High Command has been expect- 
ing another British thrust, in anticipation 
of which the most thorough defensive 
measures have been taken. Those who 
believed, or hoped, therefore, that the 
campaign in Cyrenaica would be what the 
Americans call a “ push-over’’ were 
doomed from the outset to disappointment. 
The British Prime Minister, announcing 
General Auchinleck’s offensive, informed 
the people that, for the first time since the 
outbreak of war, the British were facing } 
the Germans on at least equal terms ; that 
the attacking troops were adequately 
supplied with tanks and armoured cars; 
and that the British had a local superiority 
in the air. On the other hand, most of the 
British newspapers warned the public 
against undue optimism. Thé Times, in 
particular, has been exceedingly careful 
not to encourage false hopes of an easy 
victory, and the events of the last few 
days have justified its caution. The battle 
in the Western Desert probably is the 
greatest contest of its kind that ever has 
been known. There have been heavy tank 
engagements in Russia, where mechanised 
warfare has been in progress for more than 
five months along an extended front; but 
the fighting in North Africa is taking 
place in a comparatively.small space, and 
the intensity of the conflict is terrific. 

General Wavell’s advance last year was 
‘confined for most practical purposes to the 
coast road. This time General Auchinleck’s 
front extends from the oasis of Jarabub to 
the sea, The general idea of the offensive, 
in the first instance, seems to have been to 
trap the German tanks in a semi-circle 
between Tobruk and the Egyptian border, 
and to destroy them there in detail. To 
trap a tank is not an easy matter, par- 
ticularly when it happens to be a German 
tank; and the bitter fighting which is 
taking place in the region of Sidi Rezegh 
suggests that the British forces are meeting 
with more determined opposition than had 
been expected. Both sides claim and admit 
heavy losses. he British assert that the 
Germans already have Jost more than half 
their sebalisbtablichnient of tanks, while, 
according to a statement from Berlin, the 
British in a single day lost no fewer than 
207 tanks. The British ,communtqués 
indicate that the general situation is “ still 
confused’’ because, as Mr. Churchill 
explained last week, tank warfare in the 
desert resembles naval warfare on the high 
seas, and it is extremely difficult to keep 
track of what actually is happening. It 
seems to be fairly certain, however, that 
the Germans are fighting with désperate 
courage, and that the severe casualties in 
tanks are tending to slow down the tempo 
of the engagement. So far as can be ascer- 
tained, the Germans have not been able to 
reinforce. themselves either in tanks or in 
infantry; but there is reason to believe 
that they have secured reinforcements in 
the air from Crete, Greece and Italy. It is 
not’ certain yet whether they will try to 
break through the British ring, withdraw- 
ing as many of their tanks as possible to 

the West, or “fight it out” between 
Tobruk and the Egyptian frontier. 
Undoubtedly, they are at a nymerical dis- 
advantage; but General Rommel’s A/rika- 
korps is composed of seasoned troops, who 
may be trusted to give an excellent account 
of themselves. The British forces aie 
drawn from a variety of sources. In 
addition to the majority of purely British 
troops under General Auchinieck's 
command, there are contingents from South 
Africa, from New Zealand and from India, 
while there also are detachments of Poles, 
Czechs and Frenchmen from the Chad 
ares. This inotiey force is well supptied 
with tanks and armoured vehicles of all 
kinds, including some of the latest models

‘*Cranes and‘ Herons” 


Mr. C. B. Moffat, whose name is familiar 
to every ornithologist, writes to me as 
follows :— rad 


The practice of mis- naming our commen 
heron a “ crane”’ has long been frequent 
in England as well as Ireland; but I 
venture to say that in this country it has 
of late years incyeased, owing to the teo 
rapid dying out of the old Irish name 
which, some forty or fifty years ago, was 
still in ,oneral use. 


In the closing years of the last century, 
in County Wexford at least, the heron 
was scarcely known among country folk 
by any other name than the ‘‘ kooreesk ”’ 
—or, as I think it should be written, 
‘‘ corr-iask.’” But, with the strict school- 
ing that now prevails, such colloquial 
names seem to be dropping out, and the 
rising generation learn from books to fay 
* crane ’ insteed : oo." kooreesk, just 
as they say ““ hedge-hog ”’ instead of 
‘“ graniogue,’’ and laugh at their parents 
for stickmg to such old barbarous 
terminology.

NEED FOR OPPOSITION 


Having said that, there are many 
respects in which in actual operation 
Stormont and the Dail differ. In the 
first place Stormont at present is han- 
dicapped by the absence of a full and 
effective Opposition. Two out of eight 
Nationalist members do not attend Stor- 
mont. The other members on the 
Opposition side do their best to mae 
good this deficiency, but until the 
whole of the Nationalist members 
attend and participate in the debates, 
the House will have a lop-sided ap- 

rance. The two Nationalist mem- 

rs who attend regularly are Mr, T. 
J. Campbell, K.C.. the member for 
Belfast Central, and Alderman 
Richard Byrne, the Nationalist M.P. 
from Falls, whose moderate and 
sensible opinions are always listened to 
with respect. They aré the only re- 
presentatives to voice the views of 
nearly one-third of the total popula- 
tion in Northern Ireland. m the 
Opposition benches there are also two 
Labour representatives, Mr. Jack 
Beattie, who is secretary of the Bel- 
fast branch of the National Teachers’ 
Organisation, and Mr, P, Agnew, who 
represents South Armagh. Sitting 
with them, but not always seeing eye 
to eye on public questions, are the 
three Independent Unionist members, 
Alderman Thomas Henderson, who 
holds the record for the longést speech 
ever made in the House; a nin® hours’ 
effort on an appropriation bill, when 
he talked on every aspect of the Go- 
vernment’s administration, or, as he 
contended, lack of adniinistration. Mr. 
J. W. Nixon, the Independent mem- 
ber for Woodvale and an ex-Djstrict 
Inspector of the R.U.C., a courageous 
and outspoken critic of the Govern- 
ment, and Mr, Bailie, who defeated 
the official Unionist candidate for Lord 
Craigavon’s old seat of North Down.

Debates and 
talk seem to overshadow legislation. 
The procedure ih both Houses is some- 
what similar. But while Stormont 
‘allocates half an hour at the beginning 
of the sitting for ‘‘ Questions,’’. the 
Dail has no fixed period for questions, 
and the period devoted to questions 
depends on the frequency of the sit- 
tings of the Dail. At Stormont, pri- 
vate members notices of motion are

In my view many of the speeches in 
the Dail would be more effective if 
shotter. There is a considerable 
amount of repetition of arguments by 
members who, perhaps. did not hear 
previous speakers: Stormont gets 
through its work from 2 o'clock to 6 
o'clock; the Dail takes from 3 o'clock 
to 9.30, and until recently 10.50 
o'clock, with frequent motions on the 
adjournment which gsm half an 
hour. While no one would desire to 
curtail the free expression of opinion, 
the Dail might easily rise about 8 
o'clock each evening if speeches were 
more to the point. In these days of 
curtailed. newspaper reports, due to 
shortage of paper, lengthy speeches 
| only mean an increased cost of printing 
the official debates, 

To sum up, I consider Stormont a 
more expeditrous legislative assembly 
for the dispatch, of public business. 
The Dail is a greater deliberative 
assembly, with a higher general stan- 
dard of debate, and more pleasant to 
listen to, but time might be saved by 
more concise speeches. 

There is just one word I would like 
to add. The Press Gallery in the Dail 
is characterised by the same friendly 
and delightful camaraderie as prevails 
at Stormont and I believe at West- 
minster. Men with a high sense of 
public responsibility report the pro- 
ceedings, but they are not so obsessed 
by the importance of their work as to 
overlook kindly feelings and good fellow- 
ship towards their colleagues, and all 
| are eager to assist and make at home 
a newcomer in their midst. In this 
regard [ write gratefully from experi- 
ence, W.A.E.W. 


ENRICHING THE 
SOIL 


INVESTIGATIONS IN 
COUNTY DUBLIN 


A scientific me ling of the Royal 
Dublin Society yesterday afternoon at 
| Ballsbrid e considered a communica- 
tion entitled ‘‘ Observations in Bacillus 
Radicicola (Medicago Group) in some 
County Dublin soils,’’ by Messrs. M. J. 
Gorman and Kevin Kelly, M.Agr.Sc. 
The value of. peas, beans, clover 

tches and legumis was emphasised. 
Fenmie are especially important bs a 
source of flesh-forming food. Further- 
more, as a result of nitrogen—fixing 
activities of the bacteria which pro- 
‘duces the nodules on their roots 
legumes enrich the soil in which they 

row. The successful g:owing of 
egumes depended .on their being in 
the soil a proper nodule-forming 
bacteria. Experiments carried out on 
a number of “ounty Dublin soils 
indicated a deficiency or absence of 
the type of bacteria adapted to lucerne 
and trefoil, and artificial, inoculation in 
the seed of these is accordingly recom- 
menaed. 

In the course of a communication 
entitled “ Note on the Analysis of 
Irish Phosphate Ore’’ by Mr. C. L. 
Simpson, M.8c., and Professor J. 
Reilly, M.A., B.Sc., reference was 
made to the ore of the mine at Doolin, 
West Clare. They wanted to see the 
particular properties that were in the 
ore, and how it could be utilised in 
Eire. It was regarded as raw material 
‘for superphosphate. The site at 
Doolin, was the only extensive deposit 
in Eire, but another was working at 
Kilfenora, also in County Clare. ey 
were investigating this ore to see what 
its constituents were.

When he got near 
them Hassett left for fis own -home, 
andgMrs. Madigan left in the direction 
of her homie, with her husband some 
distance behind. 

Simon Garvey said that one night he 
had seen Patrick Madigan disguised 
as a woman about 150 yards from 
Hassett’s house. He had been wearing 
a woman's brown coat, had. a fur 
around his neck, and a woman’s velvet 
hat pulled down over his eyes. He 
also had on a pair of white sand slip- 
pers. After a conversation with wit- 
ness, he took off the disguise and re- 
laced the slippers by boots, which he 
ad with him. . 


"WOMEN’S DENIALS 


Evidence was given by Inspector 
Mahony, Detective Sergeant Mulroy, 
Guard Furlong, and Guard Kiernan, as 
to statements made by both accused 
women. According to these statements, 
Mrs. Madigan was the mother of 
seventeen children. She admitted 
obtaining two supplies of strychnine 
poison from Mr. Doherty, druggist, 
Kilkee, to poison a big grey cat that 
was killing her chickens. On the first 
occasion she used the poison she put 
it in milk for the cat, but he did not 
take it, and she threw the milk away. 
On the second occasion-she had put 
the poison in meat, and it had gone 
the following celal since when 
she had not seen the cat. No- 
body in the house had access 
to the poison, which, before using, she 
had placed -under a noise on a 
bedroom window. er husband had 
not meddled with the strychnine,. and 
,could not do so without her knowledge. 
She had no idea of what had happened 
te him; but she knew from his apes 
ance when he stayed away from home 
that he was not well. few weeks 
before he died he had made an attempt 
to take the reins off a and said 
he would hang himself. he denied 


making the statement to anybody that 
she would rather se her husband com- 
ing home dead than alive. She had 


never said a word to anybody about 
her chickens being taken by the cat, 
only to the druggist when purchasing 
the poison. 

Norah said in her statement that her 
father and mother had been quarrelling 
about a year, but it was only lately 
it had got’ bad. He had been a good 
father until told stories about her 
mother and Simon Hassett, since when 
there had been trouble. She had not 
got her father’s dinner ready on the 
day of his death. He used to do it 
himself, and, since he started doing so, 
had not let them handle the dinner bag.

With regard to the current year’s pros- 
pects for ribber (of whieh the company’s 
estates produced over 15.000.000 tb. in 
1940), the Chairman stated that all conddi- | 
tions seem to indicate an excellent reanlt, 
For the first nine months of this year the 
export quota stood at 100 per cent. of 
standard, and since September has been at 
120 per cent., which means full productio 
even when the lower local quola is takeh 
inte consideration. 


DIVIDEND DOUBLED 


The announcement that the interim divi- 
dend on the 5/- Ord. stock units ef Great 
Universal Stores for the year to Sist March 
next will be 5 per cent., or twice the 
amount paid in December "last, led to a 
sharp -rise in the price to nearly 9/6— 
the highest of this year. 

This appreciation may have been partly 
due to-a market shortage of stock, bot the 
declaration caused satisfaction in the 
market. as it indicates a continuance of the 
good prospects mentioned at the meeting 
in September last.

“In the south-east sector our for- 
ward columns have continued their 
advance and have captored Taddaridge, 
only seven miles from Gondar. Our 
artillery is shelling enemy positions and 
the aerodrome at Aso?o.” said yester- 
day’s Nairobi Command and Air com- 
munique. ! : 

“In the north native forces from 
Omager after two days’ fighting, have 
captured an enemy post, the whole 
garrison of 100 being either killed or 
captured, and have occupied an enemy 
camp, in which fifty prisoners were
